ihe Mar.uwe Hospital Service. 

The marine hospital is a service like the 
jife saving, lighthouse and revenue ma- 
rine services, of great value and consid- 
erable extent, yeti litthe known to the 
country at large. The marine hospital 
service has existed from the earliest colo- 
nial days, when ship’s momey was collect- 
ed for the maintenance of hospitals for 
sick and injured sailors. But the service 
was without form and practically void 
until by the act or congress of 1871 the 
present system was put into operation. 
Under this law a corps of medical officers 
was regularly established. The service 
itself is a bureau of the treasury depart- 
ment. The first surgeon-general was John 
M. Woodworth, of Illinois. He was suc- 
ceeded in 1879 by John R. Hamilton, and 
he in i890 by Walter Wyman. 

The personnel of the marine hospital 
service consists of the supervising sur- 
geon-ceneral, sixteen surgeons, twenty- 
two passed assistant surgeons, eighteen 


© ~ assistant surgeons, seventy-six acting as- 


sistant surgeons, and thirty hospital 
stewards. The entire corps, except acting 
assistant surgeons and hospital stewards, 
hold commissions from the president the 
same as the nredical officers of the army 
and navy. The country is divided into 
eighteen hospital districts—the north, the 
middle, and south Atlantic; the districts

lakes, and the Pacific. There are eight 
quarantine stations: Cape Charles at the

It is thus seen that the marine hospital 
service is already well-equipped for tak- 
ing charge of a national quarantine, and 
only needs to have conferred upon it 
suificient powers to give it proper control 
over the subjec'|. 

Dr. Walter Wyman, the supervising 
surgeon-general, is a native of St. Louis, 
the son of Edward Wyman, widely known 
as an educator. He is an alumnus of 
Amherst of 1870, and of the St. Louis 
Medical college of 1873. He entered the 
marine hospital service in 1876. He at- 
tained his present rank fourteen years 
later. He has made a special study of 
quarantine matters during a number of 
years and is probably the leading au- 
thority on such subjects in this country. 
I went to him and asked him his reasons 
why quarantine should be under national 
control. 

Dr. Wyman’s Opinion. 

“For a great many-years,”’ he said, “the 
sanitary authorities of the country have 
urged a national quarantine system. The 
reason being that for want of uniformity 
in local and state quarantine regulations 
there fs been a marked weakness in the 
whole system. When one quarantine is 
thoroughly administered, and that of a 
neighboring city is incompletely ad- 
ministered, the former operates in- 
juriously to the trade of the city 
it is protecting. This being apparent, it 
has sometimes happened that while strict- 
er quarantine is desired it has not been 
Maintained at a given point because it 
would serve to throw trade to a rival city. 
Another objection to local quarantine, 
not in all places but in some, is the fact 
that it is maintained partly for the 
purpose of revenue, and is a severe tax 
upon commerce, the restraints imposed 
upon vessels and the fees charged being 
in excess of what is demanded by the 
work actually required. 

“The present national quarantine laws 
were born of necessity. There are still 
Some states that have not state boards 
of health, and there are others in which 
the state and local regulations are rot 
harmonious. There, is sometimes more 
confusion between local quarantines in a 
given state that between the ordinary 
state and national quarantine regulations. 
It was found that there were some points 
entitely neglected by states, and again 


~ there were given points where on? quar- 


antine would operate successfully for sev- 
eral states, such as Cape Charles, the Del- 
aware breakwater, and in fact all the na-

The Interior states Are Interested- 

“Have the interior states an interest 
in this matter?’ I asked. 

“They haye,” replied Dr. Wyman... “In 
fact a strong reason for national quaran- 
tine is the vital interest which the inte 
rior states have in the proper perform- 
ance of maritine quarantine. - What 
right has a small port, under the charge 
of a local health officer, to set itself up 
as the guardian of the health of or as a 
shield against the invasion of epidemic 
diseases into an interior state or into half 
a dozen interior states? And why 
should th.s responsibility and great ex- 
pense be thrown ‘1pon a local health 
authority? Under the present stute .of 
affairs the interior and western states 
may be dependent largely for their pro- 
tection upon the sanitary intelligence and 
parsimony of a state legislature or a sea- 
board municipal government. 

“The point at which the inroad of in- 
fectious diseases should be stopped is at 
the seacoast, unless, indeed, it be pro- 
vided against on the other side of the 
Atlantic. The difficulties of protecting 
an interior state, after suspicious mer- 
chandise, baggage or persons have passed 
the coast line, are immeasurably increas- 
ed and involve the inspection of all trains 
crossing the boundaries of the st&te, the 
disinfection of cars, the arrest of suspi- 
cious vases, their removal from trains and 
their detention in hastily prepar de- 
tention camps, involving a large ouflay of 
labor and money. 

“During last summer and fall it was 
contemplated by the health authorities of 
one state to call out the militia, if neces- 
sary, properly to patrol and guard the 
dentention camps, which they might have 
been obliged to establish for the care of 
people taken from trains coming from the 
seaboard.” 

Congress Has Authority. 

“Where does congress get its authority 
for taking control of the quarantine?” I 
inquired. 

“Congress, under the constitution, has 
a right to regulate commerce,” replied the 
doctor. “Practically, in the administra- 
tion of state quarantine, the states seem 
to regulate commerce. A seaboard state, 
for instance, lays restraints upon articles 
of commerce and even passengers that are 
bound for the interior states and this 
directly affects the commerce of the lat- 
ter. The national government, from its 
vantage point, overlooking the commerce 
of all the states, is better able io deter- 
mine upon rules and regulations to be ~n- 
forced at the various seaports, than are 
the respective local governments, which, 


. avowedly, are looking. out for themselves 


alone. Even with the national quaran- 
tine law, the several cities and states 
would still have very much to do in pre- 
venting the lodgment of contagious dis- 
eases by attending to their internal sani- 
tation, the sanitation of. their wharves 
and harbors, and providing for the segre- 
gation of suspicious cases, and in the 
prompt dealing with any case of infection 
that might appear. 

“The necessity for a national quaran- 
tine law is further seen in the required 
guarding of the northern and southern 
frontiers of the United States, as, of 
course, diseased persons or dangerous 
baggage might seek admission over these 
borders. The whole country has as much 
interest in the proper guarding of these 
boraers as of the seacoast. And if on2 
state shoyld decline to join in the pro- 
tective measures, providing we had to 
rely upon the states, the efforts of the 
other states would be fruitless. In point 
of fact, however, under the existing na- 
tional qua~antine law, the rrontier may 
be guarded and during the past summer 
and fall local nspecters were appointed 
along the whole Canadian border, at 
every railroad crossing into the United 
States. The national government also 
maintains constantly an inspector on the 


Mexican frontier and from time to time: 


appoints additional inspectors as occasion 
requires.” 


* The Cholera Danger. 


Cholora. in its former invasions into 
this country, according to eminent physi- 
cians, first appeared in the autumn and 
was followed in the spring by a more 
malignant type and a general invasion 
throughout the country. This is the im- 
mediate danger which confronts us and 
which congress is called upon to guard 
agaipst. Heretofore, cholera has alwiys 
come to this country either in merchan- 
dise of some kind, particuarly rags from 
oriental or s@uth European ports, or in 
the baggage of immigrants, or directly by 
the immigrants themselves. 

Not only should national quarantine be 
established on the ocean frontier, but 
along the Canadian and Mexican borders 
and all vessels sailing from foreign ports 
to the United States should be subject- 
ed to rigid medical examination before 


g. 

The national government now has in 
operation a quarantine to prevent dis- 
eased cattle from being driven from one 
state into Ferree It seems, therefore, 
that the government can justly and con- 
stitutionally assume like powers in rela- 
tion to quarantining diseases which affect 
its citizens. So:far as medical inspection 
by officers of this government at foreign 
ports is concerned, the only argument 
which can be advanced against it is one 
of cost; yet this argument does not pre- 
vent the government from keeping de- 
tectives at foreign ports to watch and if 
possible prevent smuggling and the un- 
dervaluation of dutiable goods. Certainly, 
health should weigh as much in the bal- 
ance as the money value of a few articles 
of merchandise. 

For the benefit of those who 
that nothing can be done without the 
supervision of a “board,” it is well to 
call attention to the fact that tne sur- 
geon-general of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, in his administration of quarantine, 
is under the’ direction of the secretary of 
the treasury and has his own staff of

THE NUMBER OF YEARLY ACCIDENTS 


Mileage for the United Statee—Railroad 
Bquipment—Other Matters 
° of Interest 


The interstate commerce commission has 
sent out an intereeting circular in regard 
to the railrwads of the country. 

It is culled fron; the fourth annual re- 
port prepared by it. regular statistician and 
is full of capital irformation. 

The report may be of interest to the read- 
ere of The Constitution, and several ex- 
tracts are caken therefrom. 

These es-racts are necessarily given in 
brief, as the report itself is a very lengthy 
one. It occupies in detail a large book of 
over a hundred pages. 

Mileage. 

The mileage of railroads for the United 
States is shown in the following para- 
graphs: “‘[iailroad mileage in the United 
States on June 3U, 1891, was 168,402.74 
miles. This figure indicates the length of 
single track milcuge, the total mileage of 
all tracks being 216,149.14 miles. The 
length of single track per 100 square miles 
of territory, excinsve of Alaska, was 5.67 
miles, and the length of track: per 10,000 
inhabitants was 2U.29 miles. Some of the 
States are excepiionally well provided with 
railway faciliticks, as may be seen by the 
table of tne report which shows the length 
of line in several states per 10U square 
miles of territory Such assignment shows 
for Connecticut 27.77 miles, for Delaware 
16.10 miles, for Ilhnois 18.25 miles, for 
lowa 15.12 wiles for Massachusetts 25.09 
mniles, for New Jersey 27.71 miles, for New 
York 16.19 miles for Ohio 19.68 miles, for 
Pennsylvania 22.77 miles.”

The greatest activity in radway 
building seems t bave been in the states 
lying south of the Ohio and east of the 
Ji1S518S1Pp1 rivers, the total increase of these 
states being 1,67L.: miles. The steady in- 
crease of mileage in the southern states 
during a year when there was gen quiet 
in railway builu.ug in the other parts of 
the country indicates a heavy development.” 

Teu.dency Towards Cousolidation. 


The number «. railway corporations in 
the United States at the time the report 
was compiled wee 1,785. 

Uf this number, 88Y¥ were independent 
compan.es ind 744 subsidiary. ‘he re- 
mainder were smaller lines operated by 
private individuals. 

' The tendency towards consolidation is 
clearly indicated by the report. 

Nearly aalf the mileage of the country 
is controlled by forty-two railroad compa- 
nies. 

Number of Cars and Locomotives. 

The total uumber of locomotives used by 

the railroads of the country was 32,1dy, 


while the numb+:i of. cars was’ 1,215,611.° 


There wer2 twuty locomotives to every 
100 miles. ihe number of freignt and pas- 
senger cars to every 100 miles was 731. 


Meu £inployed on the Kailroad. 


The following i* an extract from the re- 
port as to the number of men employed: 

the number of men employed on railways 
in the United States during the year covered 
by the report was 784,255,being an increase of 
54,054. - The number of men employed per 
100 miles of line was 486. The _ report 
brings an interesting fact to light by showing 
that the number of men in the employ of iue 
railways in proportion to the total popula- 
tion was 1 to 87 inhabitants in 1859, 1 
to 84 inhabitants in 1890, and 1 to 
82 in 1891. From this it will be seen that 
the population of the country increases at a 
less rapid rate than that proportion of the 
population engaged in transportation by rail, 
which indicates the constantly growing impor- 
tance of the railway industry to American in- 
dustial life. 

The extent to which a industry has 
increased the efficiency of labor is shown by 
the fact that every engineer, during the year, 
has on average, carried 369,077 passengers 
one mile and 2,329,639 tons of freight one 
mile. Cheap rates are easily understood when 
one considers such a t as this. 


Capitalization and Valuation. 


The total capitalization of the railways of 
the United States is $¥,820,475,015, or $60,942 
pr mile of line. ‘This shows an increase in 
outstanding capital of $602 per mile of line, 
as compared with the 1890 report. An analy- 
sis of the changes in capital outstanding 
shows that income bonds have increased from 
$76,933,818 to $324,288,690. A considerable 
nortion of this increase is probably due to a 
conversion of stocks into income bonds. i is 
significant because it shows an increase in 
that form of property for the management of 
which directors are not held to strict respon- 
sibility. Equipment trust obligations have also 
inereased from $40,478,215 to $54,755,157. «< 
‘ew years ago the opinion prevailed among 
railway men that the leasing of equipments 
by railway companies was fast disappearing. 
This opinion is not supported by the facts.

SHOT IN THE DARK 


Assassination of Ernest McCohquodale Near 
Coffeyville, Ala.

best known citizens of Clark county, was 
assassinated by parties unknown. _Me-

Henry Varnam Kills His Wife and Daughter 
and Injures His Mother-in-Law.

What we will here pro 
duce will be in every sense of the word an 
absolute reality—the actual thing itself, 
which very few of this generation ever saw. 
If you will reflect one moment you can very 
readily see that our exhibition, taking it 
in all its historic and national bearings, will 
excite more comment and interest than any 
exhibit that can possibly be presened from 
any other quarter of the world. 

“Our country, from its foundation has been 
greatly interested and troubled by this one 
great question—African slavery. Not only 
our own country but the entire civilized 
world, and from the little spark it kin- 
dled into an immense flame _ that 
came very near consuming the greatest 
and grandest country and people 
on this earth. Say os 

“In making this historical exhibition of 
the old southern slave plantation as it really 
and truthfully exis in every detail, the 
farm or great house to be used is the identi- 
cal ond in which General Johnston surrender- 
ed to General Sherman in April, 1865. As 
a memorable war relic, this will excite a 
great amount of interest, commemorating, 
as it does, an event which consummated the 
actual freedom of the southern slave, and 
ended the most powerful struggle the 
world ever witnessed—a struggle of which 
slavery was the occasion if not the direct 
cause, and which cost millions of lives and 
billions of dollars.”’ . 

Major Blacknall has organized a $300,000 
stock company and about all the stock has 
been taken; he has also had the South 
Slave Plantation Company protected in the 
patent office.

The New York Theater 
Letters 
PRESENTS ITS FIRST =~ PLAY 


To an Audience of Playwriters and Actors 
and They Were Very Well Pleased 
with the Experiment. 


Threatical and literary circles of New 
York have*been treated within the past few 
days to a novelty in the shape of a stage 
production which may mark an era in things 
dramatic in this country. It was the pro- 
duction of the two first plays of the Theater 
of Arts and Letters, and the purpose of the 
productions was such as to create witle- 
spreed interest in them. While the pro- 
ductions were solely the work of New York 
literary and dramatic peta nd S eetemien 
cial backing, people 0 ese 
the aac over watched the experiment 


with deep interest. 
Much has been said abdat the objects of 


the society in putting forth a series of plays, 
differing widely from the conventional drama 
but its purposes are more clearly apparent 
from the character of the plays. The The 
ater of Arts and Letters was formed as a re- 
sult of a talk between -some literary men of 
the metroplis, who believe that art has been 
sacrificed to expediency in modern theatri- 
cals. Their idea was that the public taste 
had become vitiated by a set of plays that 
pandered to the lower senses. What they 
thought needful was an educated taste that 
would enjoy a drama of fine literary quality. 
They recognized the fact that many merito- 
rious productions are refused by managers 
of theaters because they would not be pat- 
ronized by the theater-going public. With 
the purpose in view of presenting a series 
of plays of the character mentioned, a 80- 
ciety of the New York literary and theatrii- 
cal people was formed, and the result was 
the production by a select set of players of 
two dramas at Proctor’s theater two weeks 
ago. | 

The first of this society’s productions was 
novel in many respects. It was novel for 
the character of the people who witnessed 
it, the audience being composed almost en- 
tirely of actors, literary men, students and 
I Then no one knew the 
author of the plays that were going to be 
produced, they only knew the names of the 
plays. Every gentlemen present was in full 
evening dress, and the ladies were not allow- 
ed to wear hats in the theater. It was @ 
brilliapt audience, where being present the 
leading literary men of the present day. 

A one-act play was first put on. It was 
called “Drifting,” and after it was finished 
the announcement was made that it was 
the joint work of Evelyn Greenleaf Suther- 
land and Emma V. Sheridan Frye. Ac- 
cording to the dramatic critics of the metro- 
politan papers ‘Drifting’ was not a very 
great success. Even the critics are in doubt 
about it, it seems. There are fivecharac ters 
in this one-act sketch, and they were actors 
and actresses of experience, except Kuhne 
Beveridge, a southern girl, who made her 
stage debut in this piece. A worldly fellow 
falls in love with a sweet young girl of 
seventeen (Miss Beveridge is the girl in the 
play) and they drift together, which proba- 
bly is the excuse for the title. He is a man 
who believes a wife is a drawback, and he 
has no matrimonial aspirations. He sees, 
however, that he has created an impression 
on the young girl. One day he takes her ip 
his arm, passionately.

The next play is by the well-known novel- 
ist, J. S., of Dale, and is known by the home- 
ly title of “Mary Maberly.” This play did 
not set the critics wild either. They said 
that it was a literary success; that its lines 
were clever, but from the tone of the va- 
rious criticisms it is apparent that they 
think something is lacking to make it a suc- 
cessful stage production. 

It was in the hands of capable and experi- 
enced players, and was well acted, but the 
impression that the criticisms leave is that 
there was not much in the play. One writer 
says that it is erudely constructed, and 


‘shows the inexperience of the writer in writ- 


ing for the stage. The World man says that 
the story would have fared better if the first 
act had been omitted entirely. 

Other plays are to be presented by the 
Theater of Arts and Letters. The next will 
be given some time in January. Several 
plays by well knéwn authors are to be put 
on by the society. Frank Stockton and 
Richard Harding Davis have each written 
a play for the society. Now that the exper- 
iment has had a test it is apparent that 
good will come of the enterprise. Probably 
“Drifting and “Mary Mabery”’ will not live 
as stage productions, but their presentation 
will have the effect, it is believed, of educat- 
ing public taste up to the point where a 
higher order of-amusement will be de 
manded, and when that time comes literary 
ability will not be secondary fo the box 
office.
